There is little difference in the quality of care provided 
by non-profit versus for-profit hospitals, according to a new 
book, "The For-Profit Hospital: Quality, Access, Teaching and 
Research" (Battelle Press, eds: Richard Southby, Warren 
Greenberg). It will be released at a 4 p.m. press reception on 
Monday, March 3 at The George Washington University. 

The emergence of for-profit hospitals has generated 
concern not only about the quality of care they deliver, 
but also about their providing health care access for the 
indigent. 

Likewise, there has been concern about the amount of 
teaching and research the for-profits might undertake. At the 
same time, the incentives of the non-profit hospital are being 
questioned.

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"The For-Profit Hospital: Quality, Access, Teaching and 
Research" highlights and compares the crucial distinctions 
between the for-profit and non-profit hospital. The book is 
a collection of papers presented at a symposium sponsored by 
GW's Department of Health Services Administration and held at 
the University in late 1984. 

The book also concludes there is little difference between 
for-profit and non-profit hospitals in their teaching and 
research involvement. However, access to care was deemed 
slightly more restricted in the for-profit sector. 

This book offers an assessment of the past, an evaluation 
of present conditions and an attempt to predict future 
directions of the health care marketplace. 

Co-editors Southby and Greenberg are on the GW 
faculty. Southby is professor of Health Services Administration 
and Health Care Sciences and chairman of GW's Department of 
Health Services Administration. Greenberg is associate 
professor of Health Services Administration at GW.
